One of this century’s leading His- 
panic-American leaders, Jaime Escalante, will 
serve as Worcester State College’s Commence- 
ment speaker, scheduled for 11:00 a.m. on 
Sunday, May 19, 2001 in the WSC campus 
upper parking lot. The college is expecting 
more than 800 students to graduate at Worces- 
ter State College’s 125th Commencement. 

“Determination + Discipline + Hard 
Work = Way to Success,” has been Jamie 
Escalante’s credo. He was a 1999 inductee into 
the Teachers Hall of Fame and has shown that 
one teacher can make a big difference. His 
persistent, challenging, and highly inspiring 
teaching methods made Garfield High School 
(East Los Angeles, CA) - plagued by poor fund- 
ing, constant violence, and atrocious working 
conditions-the 7th ranked school in this coun- 
try in calculus. His students assisted by gentle 
coercion, deft showmanship, and sheer force, 
push themselves to achieve at levels they never 
imagined possible. He motivates them to per- 
form through a combination of factors...from 
strict study requirements to discussing career 
possibilities. 

During subsequent years at Garfield, 
Escalante’s students continued to take his 
courses, sit for the AP calculus exam, and pass. 
By 1987, Garfield High School ranked 4th in 
the nation in students taking the AP calculus 
exam and soon had 70% of its students going 
on to college, several to prestigious schools 
with full scholarships. His success drew the 
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attention of Hollywood who made Escalante 
and his students at Garfield the subjects of the 
1988 film Stand and Deliver. 

“T’m just a math teacher,’ protests 
Escalante. “I’m just helping my students 
achieve their highest degree of personal de- 
velopment. I do not believe in the gifted.” Says 
Escalante. “If they have ganas (Spanish for 
desire), I can make them do it. Extraordinary, 
challenging, inspiring and compelling, Jamie 
Escalante is, in his words, “ a math teacher,” 
but he is a true American Hero of education. 

Jamie Escalante was born in La Paz, 
Bolivia and taught Physics and Mathematics 
for 14 years. In 1964, he migrated to the United 
states where he found he did not have the cre- 
dentials to teach. Faced with many challenges, 
including the need to feed his family and not 
speaking English, he secured a job at a local 
restaurant and enrolled at the Pasadena City 
College (PCC) where he took night classes. 
After four long years of taking numerous 
courses in English, math and electronics, he 
graduated from PCC. Upon graduation, he was 
hired by a manufacturing plant as an assembly 
line supervisor. Still not satisfied and yearn- 
ing to again be a teacher, Escalante enrolled at 
Cal State Los Angeles where he graduated in 
1974 with a bachelor’s degree in math and elec- 
tronic, and more importantly, his credentials 
to teach in California. 

With the barriers now removed, 
Escalante could not perform his life-long 
dream—teaching. In 1976, he was hired by 
the Los Angeles Unified School District as a 


computer teacher. He was given the choice of 
three senior high schools— Roosevelt, Belve- 
dere or Garfield. After visiting this Garfield 
High School in East Los Angeles, a school ram- 
pant with drugs, gangs and violence, he knew 
that this was the place for him. 

Garfield’s population was predomi- 
nantly poor Hispanic students. Expectations 
for these students were low and they lived up 
to it. Escalante believed that students will rise 
to a challenge when properly motivated and 
within six years; he had challenged his students 
to study calculus and prepare for the Advanced 
Placement calculus test. His class of 18 stu- 
dents was passionate, gutsy and determined. 
All 18 students took and passed the exam, five 
with perfect scores. They Educational Testing 
Service was so incredulous that these students 
with these disadvantages could do so well, they 
accused the students of cheating. The students 
had no choice but to repeat the exam; once 
again they passed with flying colors. 

Escalante has since moved on to teach 
basic math and algebra at Hiram Johnson High 
School in partnership with the Foundation for 
Advancement in Science in Education (FASE), 
he is also involved in the production of a 
Peabody Award-Winning PBS series, futures, 
and other projects based on.his classroom tech- 
niques. In recognition of his incredible 
achievement, Escalante was awarded the 
United States Presidential Medal and the 
Andres Bello Award by the Organization of the 
American States.

Men’s Baseball Loses Close One To Bridgewater 
Despite loss, team still has best record in the MASCAC

Despite their best efforts, the 
Worcester State College baseball team lost to 
the Bridgewater State College Bears on 
Wednesday in game | of the 2001 MASCAC 
baseball tournament. 

Bridgewater State, the 2001 
MASCAC Regular Season Baseball 
Champions, who swept Worcester State in a 
double-header earlier this year, has again 
proved to be a formidable opponent, beating 
the Lancers 9-8. 

The Lancers got off to a good start 
with a homerun in the first inning by Eric 
Swedberg. This was his 13" homerun of the 
year. With two more RBIs from both Swedberg 
and Keith Bianchini in the third inning, the 
score was 5-0, in favor of the Lancers. The 
Bears fought back with four runs in the bottom 
half of the third. Worcester State came back in 
the sixth with two more RBIs for Swedberg

score to 8-6, but gave up another three runs in 
the bottom of the inning. 

“They were just a little bit better than 
us when it counted,” commented Head Coach 
Dirk Baker, “but it was a great day of baseball 
all around.” 

Great baseball has come to be 
expected from the Worcester State baseball 
team. Eric Swedberg has the highest batting 
average in MASCAC 2001 baseball, with .482.

None of these statistics include those from 
Wednesday’s game. 


Worcester State is also considered to 
have the best offense in the MASCAC division, 
and is rated third for pitching.
